They both said it was '.‘embarrass- 
ing” to discover,' after going over the 
Defense Department budget item by '• 
item, that millions and even billions had 
been allocated for something they never

heed for secrecy on many projects but. 
proposed a “super-committee” to check 
on the confidential items in the budget. 

■ We have maintained all along that 
Congress should set up a special House- 
Senate committee to check on all the 
secret operations of the Government—, 
“black funds” and the operations of the ! 
intelligence agencies, such as the CIA. 

“Black” funds help get the Govern- 
ment in the red— and if there is no re^ 
straint on this spending, even by the 
members of Congress, there is no way 
1. to know whether the money is properly 
- spent or the intelligence operations 
' properly • run. , 

Any agency operating in complete, 
secrecy is under easy temptation to ex- 
cesses. This is nof our way "of doing 
-business. And this is public money.; 
-At least Congress should know what is; 
happening to it. ; 
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
